President McKinley and Secretary Hay Are Satisfied To Accept the Addi- 
tion, as Thereby They May Avoid More Drastic Supplemental 
Feature to the Original Measure to Which They 
and Their Party Directors Are Now 
Wed ded. :

Washington, December 6.—(Special.)— 
The Hay-Pauncefote treaty will be rati- 
fied early next week, according to the 
present calculations of the republican 
managers, Whether it is to be ratified 
with the Davis amendment or without it 
is yet to be determined. 
the general belief that in order to pacify 
certain senators and secure their votes 
the Davis amendment will be adopted, al- 
though it is generally accepted as a fact 
that this amendment conveys no right 
Which the United States does not already 
have, and, therefore, that it means noth- 
ing. In order, however, to have a treaty 
that they consider an improvement on the 
exiating Clayton-Bulwer treaty the preal- 
dent and Secretary Hay are said to be 
willing to accept the amendment and they 
feel certain that Great Britain will also 
accept it. There may be efforts to place 
upon the treaty more draatic amendments 
and if that is done the probability is that 
there will be further delay in ratification. 
There is no chance of a mote drastic 
than the Davis amendment being adopted 
and the administration is willing to ac- 
cede to that on the ground that it means 
nothing at all. 

For four hours today Senator Morgan, 
in executive session of the senate, discuss- 
ed the treaty. The senator made it very 
plain that his principal, if not his only 
concern, in connection with the pending 
treaty is for the passage of the canal 
bill and he allowed it to be very broadly 
understood that he had engaged in the 
treaty discussion because of his belief 
that there was a majority of senators 
who would insist upon action upon the 
treaty as a condition precedent to the 
passage of the canal bill. For this rea- 
son he said he was willing to discuss the 
treaty. He intimated privately to other 
senators, however, that he would not con- 
sent to the fixirg of a time for a vote 
upon the treaty until there also could be 


It seems to be 


a time fixed for like action upon the 


Nicaraguan canal. 

In the course of his speech he said that 
he did not in reality consider that the 
treaty heed have any especial bearing 
upon the bill and that he believed it 
was competent for the United States to 
proceed with the building of the canal 
regardless of the treaty or of Great Brit- 
aln's wisbes in the matter, but to satisfy 
other senators and also to meet the wishes 
of the secretary of state, for whom he 
incidentally expressed the highest estcem 
he would consent to action upon the 
treaty and do all he could for it. He 
would vote for the agreement whether it 
should be amended or not, though he 
would prefer that there should be no 
amendment, 

Discussing the fortification of the canal, 
Senator Morgan argued strenuously 
against it, both as inexpedient and un- 
necessary. He contended that Great Brit- 
ain was not the only power whose in- 
terests would be affected by a provision 
for fortifications and said that Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica had a right to be consid- 
ered in that connection. Furthermore, 
in case of war everybody knew that the 
canal would be protected to the fullest 
extent, so that any provision whatever 
bearing upon this polnt was needless. He 
admitted, however, that he had no doubt 
that if the United States should proceed 
with the construction of the canal with- 
cut first taking steps to secure its neutral- 
ity Great Britam would be grievously of- 
fended, and that he thought it not im- 
possible that the offense would be con- 
sidered sufficiently grave to lead to hoa- 
tilitles between the two cquntries, 

“Do you mean.“ asked nator Rever- 
Age, “that, notwithstanding the present 
friendly relations between the countries, 
England might declare war if we should 
eonstruct the canal with our means and 
in our own way!“ 

Senator Morgan replied that he consid- 
ered that result among the probabilities. 

“But.” he continued, “I should not be 
deterred by that circumstance.”’ 

What England would do, he sau. of 
course, was a mere matter of specuiation, 
and 1 ho had only referred to 
this possibility in order to emphasize his 
opinion that the canal should de con- 
structed in any contingency. The Amer- 
ican people, he seid, had mapped out that 
canal, and they were not going to allow 
any obstacle, no matter how serious, to 
stand in the way. He believed the admin- 
istration that would undertake to build 
the canal knowing that to do so meant 
war, would be indorsed by the people at 
large by a bigger majority than that 
which Mi Kinley had received over Bryan 
in the last election.

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INTENSE HATRED OF JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN 
SHOWN IN THE OPENING OF PARLIAMENT 


London, December 7.—The fifteenth par- 
llament of the reign of Queen Victoria 
Opened today. Before the lights went out 
in the ancient chambers almost every 
leading politician had spoken. Such flerce, 
personal animosity and such bitter invec- 
tive had scarcely ever before marked the 
proceedings at Westminster. 

Joseph Chamberlain, secretary of state 
for the colonies, was the center of the 
storm. The policy of the empire regard- 
ing south Africa and China, the action of 
the government in causing a dissolution 
when it did, the conduct of the war 


against the Boers, and, in fact, all the 


questions vitally affecting the empire, 
were gravely discussed and explained, 
but dominating all was the opposltlon's 
hatred of the colonial secretary. 

From Lord Rosebery's veiled allusions 
in the house of lords, when he assumed 
what many took to be the practical lead- 
ership of the liberal party, to the out- 
spoken comment in the house of com- 
mons, criticism of Mr. Chamberlain per- 
meated almost every utterance from the 
liberal benches, 

For hours this target of satire and abuse 
sat with his head on one side, listening 
intently, unmoved by groans or cheers. Sir 
Wienry Campbell-Bannerman shook his 
notes in Mr. Chamberlain's face and de- 
clared that a man who published private 
letters for political purposes (referring to 
the Clark-Ellis correspondence) would be 
excluded from the society of all honorable 
men and ostracised for life had he resort- 
ed to such action as a private individual. 

Arthur J. Balfour, first lord of the 
treasury, referring 4 Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman's suave regrets at the de- 
parture of George J. Goschen and Sir 
Mathew White Ridley from the front 
bench, sald he believed that Sir Henry 
was so generous that he would even find 
good in Mr. Chamberlain, should the lat- 
ter be removed to another sphere. A lib- 
eral shouted: 


Wo draw the line somewhere,“ and

leaped to his feet. A thrill went through 
the house.

„It is not so,” he declared, and pro- 
ceeded to deny the allegation that he had 
said that any seat lost to the government 
during the recent election was one sold 
to the Boers. 

It was nearly 11 o’clock before he rose 
to reply to the avalanche of attack 
launched aganst him. How great a strain 
he had undergone was evident in the 
scarcely suppressed excitement of tone 
on the part of one rarely known to show 
feeling in the house. He denied also that 
he had ever accused Mr. Ellis of being 
a traitor. He denied also that he had 
decried any accusations against his own 
He declared that the 
special purpose of the meeting of pariia- 
ment had been forgotten in an attack 
upon himself. Irritated beyond contro! 
by frequent interruptions and disturb- 
ances, he called one of the liberals amid 
the excitement a cad.“ 

The speaker called him to order and 
Mr. Chamberlain withdrew the epithet, 
apologizing for its use. After defending 
the publication of the Ellis correspond- 
ence he was cut off by the midnight ad- 
journment. 

Among other leading features of the 
ovening session, in which the liberal 


benches were so sparsely filled and the 


government's side so packed that there 
was no toom for a vast majority, was 
Mr. Balfour's announcement that no 
member at the cabinet had ever said that 
he had ever dreamed the Boer republics 
would remain petmanently under the 
crown colony form ot government, 

“That restricted phase of liberty,” de- 
clared Mr. Balfour, Will only be neces- 
sary as a temporary expedient,” 

After expreasing in earnest tones the 
hearty desire of the government to co- 
operate with the opposition in doing any- 
thing to bring about a cessation of hos- 
tilities, Mr. Balfour sald he realized deep- 
ly the terrible danger of embittering the 
Dutch in Bouth Africa, 

In order to show the difficulties con- 
fronting the British in distinguishing de- 
tween combatants and non-combatants, 
he read an extract from the United States 
army regulations showing the severity

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VIADUCT CONTRACT SIGNED: |: 


IMPROVEMENT IS ASSURED 


The contract for the construction of the 

viaduct over the Whitehall street grade 
crossing has been signed and the improve- 
ment is now assured to the thousands of 
Atlantians to whom the old death trap 
has been a menace and an eyesore. 
The long and persistent contention of 
The Constitution for the erection of the 
viaduct was practically brought to an end 
yesterday afternoon at 3:4 o'clock, when 
Grant Wilkins, the well-known contractor 
and civil engineer of this city, and James 
G. Woodward, as mayor of Atlanta, put 
their signatures to the contract that had 
been drawn by Judge James A. Anderzon, 
the city attorney. ( 

A few minutes later Mr. Wilkins filed 
with the city officials a bond for $12,000 
to insure faithful and efficient work on 
his part and to guarantee compliance with 
the provisions of the contract. 

The contract is characteristic of the man 
who drafted it, and like all other papers 


drawn by Judge Anderson is simple, brief, 


lucid and conservative. 

It provides that the business of the mer. 
chants on Whitehall street is not to be 
interfered with until February ist, al- 
though work upon the street may begin 
prior to that time. The contract provides 
that the viaduct is to be completed and 


street cars by August 1, 1901. 

Mr. Wilkins will begin work upon his 
plans for the viaduct this morning and 
will keep his force employed upon them 
until they are completed. Within the next 
few weeks—it is impossible to give the ex- 
act date—the actual work upon the im- 
provement will commence and by this 
time next year the viaduct will be in 
use, 

The fight for the viaduct over the grade 
crossing at Whitehall street is well known. 
It was commenced more than three years 
ago by The Constitution, and since that 
time this paper has been constantly agi- 
tating the matter. The people began 
clamoring for the improvement and when 
the city officials took hold of the project 
they found every resident of Atlanta will- 
ing to give his support to any plan that 
would result in the construction of the 
viaduct. 

Meetings have been held by the citisens 
with the city officials, the city officials 
have met with the railroad men and the 
work was continued until an agreement 
was reached.

A number of ladies were present at the 
proceedinga in the house of lords, but 
the ‘peers present numbered less than a 
dozen, apart from the four royal com- 
missioners representing the queen, among 
whom was the duke of Marlsborgugh. 

The earl of Lathom, conservative, in 
the uniform of the Royal Horse Guards, 
moved the address. He said he thought 
it could now be safely said the end of 
the war was in sight, The volunteers 
had made their mark and the colonies 
had shown they were united to the moth- 
er land, never to be separated. 


Baron Monk Bretton, liberal unionist; 


seconded the address in the same strain. 
Lord Kimberley, the liberal leader in 
the house of lords, in the course of his 


remarks animadverted strongly upon the 


1 dissolution of parlament. He 
objected to the brevity and abruptness 
in the queen's speech and demanded a 
definite pronouncement of the govern- 
ment’s policy in view of the novel and 
dangerous character of the recrudessence 
of hostilities in South Africa, and ex- 
planations of the alleged cruelties to the 
Boers, the burning of farms and similar 
severities. 

Lord Salisbury, after paying a tribute 
to the skill of Lord Roberts and General 
Kitchener, and to the bravery of the 
officers and soldiers, jocularly approved 
of fall elections on the ground that the 
people objected to traveling to the polls 
in wintry weather, while in summer leg- 
islators were occupied with their parlia - 
mentary duties. 

In regard to South Africa, the premier 
spoke with great solemnity. He said the 
Transvaalers, the Free Staters and the 
world should understand there could be 
no deviation from the policy of the gov- 
_ernment already outlined. Anything re- 
sembling independence never could be 
granted. The war must proceed to the 
inevitable issue. We must let it be felt 
that no one, by the issue of an insolent 
and audacious ultimatum, could force 
the British government to humble itself 
and abandon its rights. He could never 
allow that a shred of independence should 
be left. How soon the Free Staters and 
the Transvaalers would have anything 
like self-governing powers depended on 
themselves. It might be years and it 
might be generations. 

Regarding China, Lord Salisbury said 
he was unable to reveal anything, aa it 
would be betraying the secrets of other 
nations as well an those of the govern- 
ment. He was happy, however, to be 
able to quiet the feara of Lord Kimber- 
ly regarding phe pursuit of the emperor 
and empress. 

The teature of the session was Lord 
Rosebery's spirited attack upon the gov- 
ernment. He was unsparing in his crit- 
iciam of the dissolution of pariiament, 
the conduct of the war, the policy of the 
government toward China and everything 
handled by the cabinet. He caustically 
commented on the reconstruction of the 
cabinet, congratulating Lord Salisbury on 
being the chief of a family numbering 
so many able administrators, the influ- 
ence being the inclusion into the cabi- 
net of several of Lord Salisbury’ rela-

Montgomery, Ala., December 6—(8pe- 
cial.)—The Boy's Industrial school bill. 
located at East Lake, near Birmingham, 
occupied the entire forenoon of the house 
and finally passed by a good majority, 
though at one stage of the session it 
seemed lost.

News comes from Washington that the

This is considerably higher 
up than the present depth of 3% feet ex- 
tends, and the channel width’ recom- 
mended is also better than that which 
now prevails. An appropriation of $1,- 
567,790 ia recommended, of which it is 
said $500,000 is now available. This prob- 
ably refera to the unexpended balance of 
about $500,000 on the old contract.

From Detroit comes a story of the 
abuse of this privilege. Superinten- 
dent Martindale, of that city, declares 
that the schools are overrun with sub- 
scription projects set on fodt by well- 
meaning persons, and that the nuisance 
has assumed such proportions as to 
call for an immediate remedy. Among 
other things. he alleges that often the 
parents of very poor children are con- 
strained to distress themselves in or- 
der to contribute to funds in no way 
related to the cause of education. In 
reference to this subject The Baltimore 
Herald says: 

N seems strange that any well-conduct- 
ed municipality should long submit to the 
nuation of a custom which is not 
only an imposition upon the pupils, but 
' which seriously interferes with a proper 
@divancement in their studies. In Balti- 
more such invasions of our schools are 
figidly prohibited by a specific rule of the 
school board. In this city contributions 
cannot de taken up in the public schools 
for any purpose whatever, and this is the 
rule that ought to obtain in every munic- 
ipality. 
In all large cities, unless prevented 
by some such rule as exists in Balti- 
more, this evil is likely to break out.

The Line of Common Sense. 

The introduction of the Crumpacker 
apportionment bill, the purpose of 
which is to reduce the representation 
of the southern states, has afforded the 
president an opportunity of emphasiz- 
ing his opposition to any such disturb- 
ing measure. 

In the interview with Senator Daniel, 
the president had before him one who 
is at the present time prominently con- 
nected with the solution of the suffrage 
problem in his own state. He fs quoted 
as being opposed to legisite!on upon 
subjects which will settle themselves 
in due course of time, if left to the 
handling of those directly interested. In 
this decision the president will be sus- 
tained by the conservative forces of the 
country. 

The mistake made by so many ap- 
parent friends of the negro—whose 
kind offices are always performed at 
a MUstance—is in assuming that there 
is III-will between the races in the 
south, and that there is a disposition 
to do injustice to the weaker race. 
Notwithstanding the fact that it is only 
among southern people that the negro 
is permitted to make a living. and that 
northern friendship for him is invaria- 
bly of the quality which would take 
him up with tongs, the cry is persist- 
ently made that there is a studied sup- 
pression of the vote. 

In the south there ia no objoction 
whatever to an intelligent and honest 
vote. We have an enormous vote 
which is responsive to bribery and 
demagoguery. This vote is dangerous 
to the peace and welfare of the state. 
and would ruin the publie credit. That 
the great bulk of this vote is colored is 
but an incident. From the effect of 
kuch a corrupt electorate the country 
must have release until such time as, 
by an increase of conservative force, 
the danger ig removed. This condi- 
tion is but temporary, and the reme- 
dies by which it is sought to be reme- 
died are likewise temporary. The safe- 
ty of the state is the object of all re- 
strictive franchise measures. The very 
men who propose and vote for them 
are the ones who employ and maintain 
the negro and his family. They look 
forward to the time when negro voters. 
govetned by love of home and com- 
munity, will ally themselves with the 
conservatism which sustains it, and 
thus become worthy participants in 
building up the country. 

Among the measures which have 
been proposed there are some of doubt- 
ful character, excusable simply because 
they have grown out of a desperate 
condition. The people of Georgia have 
so far refused to enter upon extraor- 
dinary methods, because they have a 
confidence that time will remove all 
friction. In the last legislature a bill 
for negro disfranchisement could only 
command three votes. In the present 
legislature such a measure would be 
equally weak. 

As illustrating the real interest the 
people of the south feel in the true ele- 
vation of the negro, an incident in the 
legislature now in session furnishes 
convincing proof. The question of pub- 
lic school education is one of pressing 
importance. The fact has been broug)it 
out that white children have to work 
in the flelds while the negro children 
go to school and use up the resources 
collected from the whites. State Sena- 
tor Bell, a man of the highest. charac- 
ter and influence, introduced a bill to 
divide the schoo! fund, so that negro 
education should be paid for from the 
fund collected from negroes, and be 
confined to it. The hardship underly- 
ing the tax question in Georgia ean 
hardly be understood by those outside 
of the state, and the temptation to sup- 
port the measure of Senator Bell was 


have passed, but the state senate took 
the broader view, that even at a sacri- 
fice to the whites, the negro should 
be educated. The debate upon the 
measure shows that Senator Cobb held 
that the negro had contributed to the 
upbuilding of the state, and that he 
had an interest in our government. He 
said that the negro had been loyal to 
the white man, and that the white man 
ought to be grateful to him for what 
he had done. He said that we ought 
to be generous with the negro and help 
him to become a useful and helpful 
member of society. Senator Berrong 
also spoke against the bill. He said 
that he. for one, was not afraid of the 
negro vote, for he came from a section 
where there were very few colored 
voters, but he thanked God that his 
heart was free from race prejudices. He 
declared that he did not want to go 


back to the time of slavery and war 


prejudices. On the same line other sen- 
ators expressed themselves, and the 
bill was defeated. 

We draw attention to this incident 
in order to show that the confidence of 
President McKinley in the southern 
people is not misplaced. They have on 
hand a most difficult task—one which 
hangs around their necks with a 
weight not to be conceived abroad. 
While protecting themselves from the 
demoralization of a corrupt vote, they 
are not unmindful of their obligation 
to so educate these people that in time 
the dangers now in sight may not exist. 
The jealousy which some people of our 
race in other states exhibit is unworthy 
of them, unjust to us and only serves 
to delay the constructive work which 
is in progress.

Governor Heard’s View.

Within the territory of our southland 
the 175,000,000 of France, Germany, Aus- 
tria-Hungary and Great Britain could 
easily be accommodated with homes and 
fields of labor. 

In its northern and central tiers of 
Staten, in addition to cotton, the south 
possenses all of the agricultural and min- 
eral productions of the northern and west- 
ern states. The same thing may be 
said of several of the gulf states, where, 
besides cotton, rice, sugar cane, and in

What the Figures Show.

Thus the enrollment stands in Ten- 
nessee, 25.54: in Kentucky, 24.89; in 
Alabama, 24.13, in Mississippi, 25.38; 
in Arkansas. 22.94; in Georgia, 22.01; 
in North Carolina, 72.05; in South Car- 
ona, 20.57: in Florida, 21.06; in Vir- 
ginia, 20.85. . 

Taking up the eastern states, Mas- 
sachusetts has a percentage of enroll- 
mont of 17.21; Connecticut, 17.02; New 
Hampshire, 16.09; New York, 16.94, 
and Pennsylvania, 18.76, 

In the west Iowa has 26.42; Kansas, 
27.27: Utah, 26.70, ouly a fraction high- 
er than the percentage of the southern 
states.

The First Scandal Reached. 

One of the first acts of the republican 
party, in congress assembled, is a 
resolution t) surrender to he brewers. 

Although the revenue bill imposes 
erero's and vexatious requirements on 
the man who either signs a small] note 
or sends a telegram, upon transactions 
in rea] estate and a check to draw his 
own money cut of bank, the first inter- 
est to be placated is the beer trust, 
which is granted a remission of $10.- 
000,000. 

The brewers are making money fast. 
They are enlarging their plants and 
increasing their output; still they hold 
the whiphandle in legislation. and be- 
fore the poor man can be relieved the 
rich trust must be presented with $10,- 
000,000 a year. It is curious, but it is 
true. Even The Times-Herald, now 
that the election is over and it can 
speak freely again. thus tells the story, 
with an evident relish of disgust: 

Indeed. it is said only one of the re- 
publican members, Mr. Hopkins, tands 
out against the proposed reduction. Worse 
still, the brewers are said to have from 
thirty to forty members of the house 
with them, enough, probably, to ,block 
any revenue bill that does not lift a part 
ef the load off beer. 

Speaker Henderson, who is responsible 
for action of some sort, has advised the 
repub:ican members of the committee to 
accept the situation and report a Dill 
providing for a reduction of the beer tax 
in order to make sure of legislation. To- 
day the republicans of the committee held 
another meeting, but were unable to 
agree upon the terms of a bill. Beer was 
the disturbing element. The brewers hold 
the whip hand as matters now stand and 
are not disposed to yield any of their ad- 


a barrel, though they may be willing to 
compromise bv taking off 2% per cent of 
the increase which was put on in the war 
revenue act of '. 
Under tne old law beer paid a tax of $1 
| a barrel. Under the present law it pays

and that they are entitled to relief. Their 
opponents polnt out that beer ts still 
| Mehtly taxed in comparison to other ar- 
ticles, and that if whisky can pay 8% a 
barrel, beer oucht to nay $1.85. 
Notwithstanding the additional tax the 
| outout of beer has increased under the 
| new law. and all the brewera are sup- 
posed to be making money. It is further 
| contended that the people shou!d be re- 
| Heved of all the bothersome stamp taxes, 
| and that this will be impossible if the 
brewers are to take from $10,000,000 to 
$14,000,000 of the $90,000,000 total reduction 
proposed, |

about its work well. The republican

This he did by reading, 
utilizing all of his leisure moments in the 
perusal of such improving books as he 
was able to secure, and, if we may credit 
his biography, dy the time he was grown 
he had a good foundation in science and 
in literature.’’ Contemporaneously with 
the attainment of his majority our sub- 
ject removed to Alabama, where, es- 
tablishing himself as a merchant, he chaf- 
ed for some months under the unsatisfac- 
toriness and uncongeniality of his com- 
mercial experiment. Subsequently turn- 
ing his attention to the study of law, he 
entered with zeal upon his preparation 
for his chosen life work, he being duly 
admitted to the bar in 18%. He then en- 
gaged, for a season, in political journal- 
lam, after which he resolved to transfer 
hia residence once more to his maternal 
commonwealth. The date of his return 
was 183%: and repairing to Talbotton, 
Talbot county, he there regularly located 
for the practice of his profession. 

Mr. Towns’s popularity as an attorney 
speedily asserted itself, and he was soon 
in the receipt of a gratifying practice. 
His potentiality as an advocate was rec- 
ognised from the start, and it was freely 
conceded that in him all the requisite 
qualifications of a jury orator were nota- 
bly combined. But side by side with hia 
legal advancement, political laurels came 
to grace the brow of this distinguished 
Georgian. In 1839, or three years after 
his professional debut, Mr. Towns was 
the recipient of the first evidence of the 
public esteem, he being then compliment- 
ed with election to membership in the 
general assembly. Zo acceptable were his 
ministrations in his representative ca- 
pacity that he was similarly honored in 
the following year, while in 1832 he was 
promoted to the grade of Georgia state 
senator. Here his prominence was from 
the first accentuated; his talents in de- 
bate being brought into more frequent 
and distinctive exercise. The conclusion 
of Mr. Towns’s latter tenure coincided, 
as is thought, with his congressional ele- 
vation in the fall of 18%, and a few 
months thereafter he was proudly in- 
stalled in a seat in the lower house at 
Washington. In that enlarged atmos- 


consecutive terms, he ably championing 
the interests of his @ppreciative constitu- 
ents until the spring of 18398. Upon the 
termination of his official connnection 
with the national halis, our subject re- 
turned to Georgia and resumed his profes- 
sional labors.

In 1881, when the Cotton exposition was 
projected. ta wae a city of about 
25,000 inha At that time the cruel 
effects of the war had not been erased 
and the south was literally torn to pieces, 
vet Atianta’s immense undertaking was 
a pronounced success. and it was this ex- 
position that first advertised Atlanta to 
the world and inaugurated the upbdutlding 
ef the south. The Cotton exposition was 
the most far reaching event and the most 
beneficial undertaking that has ever oc- 
eurred th. 

It Sos — chat the introduction of the 
labor-saving machine had its birth, since 
which time their use has become genera) 
throughout the south. Many enterprises 
all over the south date t eir origin from 
this exposition and toda it stands as 
the feature in the south’s development. 
The reaping machine, the sulky plow and 
numerous other agricultural labor-saving 
devices were never known in the south 
until exhibited at the Atlanta exposition. 
In addition to this, it brought people, 
money and enterprises to Atlanta ane 
gave a pronounced impetus to the city’s 
growth. This was the first, time that 
the people of the outside world had been 
brought into touch with the immense pos- 
sibilities of the south, and it is estimated 
that $10,000,000 expended on another expo- 
sition in Atlanta would fall to reap &s 
great benefits as did the exposition of 
1881. 

Then came the exposition of 1896, an ex- 
position that excelled anything of its 
kind ever held in the United States, with 
the exception of the world’s fair at Chi- 
cago. Although the movement for the 
enterprise was inaugurated during the 
panic of 1898, the Atlanta spirit mani- 
tested itself and the exposition marked 
another distinct step in the progress of 
Atlanta and the south. Atlanta only 
sent out an erflarged advertisement to the 
world and correspondingly increased re- 
turns came in, just as they do to the 
merchant who advertistes liberally. Peo- 
ple who were formerly skeptical about 
Atlanta were then fofced to the conclu- 
sion that she was made of the proper 


material. 
Thousands of dollars and thousands 


with loftier political distinction. That 
was in the fall of 1847, when this sturdy 
democratic exemplar was triumphantly 
exalted to the chief magistracy of the 
commonwealth. The gubernatorial ad- 
ministration of Mr. Towns was an able 
and enlightened one, the earliest promi- 


nent event, which signalized its continu- 


ance, occurring in 189, and having spe- 


clal reference to the completion of the 


Western and Atlantic railway. This was 
the famous state road, having Atlanta 


‘and Chattanooga as its extreme termini, 


and every mile of which is imstinct with 
historic memories, and so the conclusion 
of the labors incident to the laying of 
that great artery was a matter of consid- 
erable significance. 

The most conspicuous episode in the 
administration of Governor Towns was 
that relating to the assembling of a 
state’s sovereignty convention in 1850, and 
the reasons influencing him toward the 
adoption of such a course may thus be 
briefly summarized: Upon the admiasion 
of California into the union (September 9. 


1850), the slavery agitation was renewed 


with increasing vehemence, the incidental 
debates being characterised by an inten- 
sity of feeling rarely, if ever, equaled in 
the history of the government. The prop- 
osition relative to the abolition of slavery 
in the District of Columbia was indig- 
nantly opposed by the southern members 
who, on their part, strenuously advocated 
that the newly admitted states,-as well 
as the territories, should be exempted 


from all restrictions. Matters had reached 


a very critical juncture, and it seemed as 
though a reconciliation of the discordant 
elements could never be effected. At that 
time it was that Henry Clay came for- 
ward with his celebrated compromise 
measures, which served as a truce to the 
warring statesmen, and brought tempo- 
rary relief to the perplexed situation, But 
the great storm was only deferred, and 
soon was it to burst forth with an over- 
whelming violence, which the most con- 
summate human ingenuity would be im- 
potent to check, 

So perturbed was Governor Towns by 
the existing congressional conditions that 
he requested legislative authorisation for 
econvuking a state’s sovereignty conven- 
tion to the end that Georgla’s rights 


might be properly respected. His wish ‘ 


was promptly gratified, and in expressing 
its hearty accord with his patriotic sug- 
gestion, the general assembly went so far 
as to say that, should congress persist 
in its anti-slavery aggressions, the com- 
monwealth’s secession from the federal 
union would be the inevitable result. Its 
words were prophetic, and, just ten years 
from the date of their enunciation, their 
far-reaching potency was to be appre- 
ciated.

was, accordingly, heid at Milledgeville 
in December, 185. On that occasion 260 
delegaten were in attendance; a majority 
of those present being in close affiliatioa 
with the union party, which was an- 
tagenistic to the southern rights faction 
in Georgia.

Public School System of Atlanta Will 
Not Observe the Day as a Holi- 
day This Year. 


Arbor Day will be fittingly observed 
all over Georgia today. 

In many of the cities and towns 
throughout the state the school children 
will plant trees and shrubbery with ap- 
propriate ceremonies and an old country 
custom will become a part of the cug- 
toms of Georsia. 

The setting aside of one day in the 365 
to the honor of the forests is one of the 
prettiest ideas handed down from the 
days of the Drulds. who did peculiar 
bomage to the giant oaks of the wood- 
lands of Britain. 

Throughout the north and east Arbor 
Day has become one of the principal holl- 
days of the entire calendar, and thous- 
ands of trees are planted every year, 
which in the course of time beautify the 
streets and parks of thriving towns and 
cities, 

Some years ago thoughtful people were 
almost appalled at the way in which the 
timberlands were being devasted in the 
east. It was thought that if trees were 
cut away to make room for cities and no 
trees were ‘planted to take their place it 
would only be a question of a compara- 
tively short time when the trees that 
beautify the country would be few and 
far between. 

In this state the Georgia Federation of 
Woman's Clubs has been most active in 
contending for a day to be known as Ar- 
bor Day. In April last the matter was 
brought to the attention of the governor 
and in accordance with a request from 
the women of Georgia he issued a procia- 
mation naming December 7th of each year 
as Arbor Day and recognised as a holl- 
day. a 

The public schools in Atlanta will not 
recognize the day as a holiday, and it is 
doubtful if any exercises appropriate of 
the occasion will be held in any school 
of the city. The board of education usual- 
ly plante several hundred trees in the 
yards of the schools every year in the 
early apring, but no special attention is 
paid to tha custom.

Comment on Dr. Lyman Hall’s Ad- 
dress at New Orleans. 

New Orleans. La., December 6,—(8pe- 
clal.)-The address on the subject of 
‘Technical. Edueation and Industrial 
Training,” delivered by Dr. Lyman Hall, 
president of the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology, before the Bouthern Industrial con- 
vention in New Orleans, ia creating a 
great deal of enthusiasm and interest 
among the delegates. It fa believed that 
hia speech will have great effect in the 
upbuilding of trade schools and indua- 
trin} education in the south. In all of 
the addresses that followed Dr. Halle, 
allusions were made to his plea for the 
boys of the south, and at the conclusion 
of the day's work Hon, V. W. Grubbs, of 
Texas, introduced the following resolu. 
tlona, which were adopted: 

Resolved, That in accordance with the sus 
geetion of Dr, Lyman Mall, of the Georgia 
Behool of Technology, in his address on tech- 
nical education, before the Southern Indus- 
trial convention, now assembled at New Or- 
leans: 

J. That it ie the sense of this convention 

that trade schools and schools of technology 
are imperative essentials in the future deve)- 
opment of the southern states, 
2. That the governors of our southern states 
be requested by this convention to insist in 
their message to their legislatures on liberal 
appropriations to practical and scientific edu- 
cation. 

3. That the cities in the south are hereby 
urged to establish manual training and trade 
achools' for boys between the ages of fourteen 
and sixteen. 

4. That copies of these resolutions be for- 
warded te the governors of all southern states 
and to the mayors of all southern cities hav- 
ing populations equal to of exceeding 25,000 
people. 

The resolutions were unanimously adopted 
and copies forwarded.

GILLIGAN LOSES HIS APPEAL. 


He Will Remain in the Penitentiary 
Awhile Longer. 


Richmond, Va.. December 6.—(Special.) 
Andrew Carter Gilligan will net be trans- 
ferred from the penitentiary to the Isle 
of Wight jail, pending the decision of the 
supreme court in the matter of granting 
him a new trial. The appellate court to- 
day practically overruled the motion of 
counsel for an order of removal by with- 
drawing the supersedeas which was al- 
lowed in granting the writ of error. This 
does not at all prejudice the casa of On. 
ligan as to ite final outcome. There will 
be a big fight when the investigation of 
a new trial la argued next month. 


The supreme court, in the most interest- 


ing of the large number of opinions hand- 
ed down today, holds that the state can- 
not gue to inforee the collections of taxes. 
Tha case decided was that of Marye Au- 
ditor ve, Degas, from the oclrcuit court of 
Pulaski county, and President Keith pre- 
pared the opinion. The court of appeals 
held that the obligation of the citisen to 
pay taxes ie imposed by the state by vir- 
tue of her sovereign power; that it is 
purely of statutory oreation, and that 
taxes can only be levied, assessed and 
collected in the mode pointed out by es- 
press statute and the hen given by the 
statute can only be inforced in the mode 
provided by the law of ite creation, and 
in no other. The statutory remedies are 
sale of land for tazes and distress of 
personality, without exemption, which are 
det ter, more speedy and efficacious.

WAS LAID UPON THE TABLE

Aldermen Thought Too Much Power 
> Was Glen Recorder. 


JID NOT WANT CITY TO PAY ANYTHING 


As Atlanta Is Practically the Whole 
of Fulton -County, Aldermen 
Thought It Unjust To Tax 
Citizens to Maintain 
County Institution. 


Recause the reformatory resolution that 
was adopted by council last Monday af- 
ternoon provided for an expenditure on 
the part of the city it was yesterday af- 
ternoon laid upon the table for an in- 
definite period by the aldermanic board. 

It is probable that this action will be the 
cause of other meetings of both council 
and the aldermanic board within a short 
time and it pay be that the matter will 
yet go to the general assembly of the 
state before the end of the present es- 


sion, 

Alderman Kilpatrick was the only mem- 
ber of the aldermanic board who yos- 
terday favored concurring in the action 
of council on the reformatory resolution, 
Mayor Pro Tem. Mayson, however, did 
not have an opportunity to express him- 
self. as he ‘cecupled the chair. Alder- 
man Johnson was absent and therefore 
failed to give his views to the aldermen. 

Ine failure of the aldermen to concurf 
in the action of council was not caused 
by lack of sympathy with the reform- 
atory movement, but because they did 
not believe the resolution adopted by 
council to be a wise measure. The aller- 
men announced that they heartily fa- 
vored the establishing of a reformatory. 
They saw no reason for haste, however, 
as it will be fully a year before the re- 
formatory is ready for occupancy, and 
because they believe the next legislature 
will bc as willing as the present one to 
make the laws conform to the wishes of 
the citizens of Atlanta. All members of 
‘he board gave their reasons for failing 
‘to yoté to concur in the action of council, 
Alderman Welch stated that he was 
ppposed to the section which provided 
mat the city should aid in maintaining 
me reformatory. He argued that Atlanta 
* practically Fulton county and therefore 
me payment by the city government of 
any sum of money to maintain the re- 
formatory would practically mean the 
lacing of a double reformatory tax upon 
me citizens of Atlanta. For this reason 
Alderman Welch declared he would join 
nm killing the resolution rather than vote 
lo concur in it as it came from council. 
fhe alderman was also opposed to allow- 
Ng one nan to sentence to the reforma- 
ory and thought the cases should be 


passed upon by a jury. 
Thought Power Too Great. 


Alderman Day announced that he op- 
zosed the resolution because it gave too 
nuch power to one man. He did not 
ink boys should be deprived of their 
werty for twelve months upon the judg- 
nent of any one, even though his judg- 
nent be unerring. a 

Alderman Beutell thought a term of 
me year was an insufficient length of 
Ame in which to reform a boy. He 
hought the young offenders should 
tept at the reformatory untill they reach- 
i the age of twenty-one. The alderman 
vas also opposed to requiring the city 
© ald in maintaining the reformatory. 
Je agreed with Alderman Welch entirely. 

Alderman Kilpatrick made no speech 
xcept to say that he thought it Import- 
int that the matter be presented to the 
egislaure before the close of the present 
tension. 

When the resolution was brought to a 
rote it was upon the amendment of Al- 
lerman Welch, which struck from the 
per all reference to payment by the 
ity. Allerman Beutell, although he 
wreed with Alderman Welch, announced 
that he would oppose the amendment in 
mer to get the resolution through in 
tome sort of shape, 

Aldermen Welch and Day voted to 
smend, and Aldermen Beutell and Kil- 
statrick voted negatively. The chair an- 
sounced that a tie had resulted and 
toted In the negative, which defeated the 
imendment of Alderman Welch. 

Alderman Kilpatrick moved to concur 

the action of council, but failed to 
‘tbtain a second to his motion. 

Alderman Beutell moved to lay the res- 
Nution upon the table for an indefinite 
ime and this motion was carried, only 
kiderman Kilpatrick voting no. 

City Attorney Anderson stated that the 
tecessity for haste was not that the city 
marter might be amended by the pres- 
Mt general assembly, but in order that 
he county commissioners might under- 
Rand that it was the intention of the 
dty join in the reformatory.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


Marion S. Acee, a well known Georgian, 
but who is now secretary and treasurer 
of the Way & Lowe knitting mills of 


Bristol. Pa., is in the city for a few 


days and was a conspicuous figure in the 
lobby of the Kimball last night. 

“Do you know that Pennsylvania people 
are more like the Georgia people than 
the New Yorkers?” said Mr. Acee in con- 
versation. ‘‘Well, that's a sure fact, not- 
withstanding that it may sound some- 
what strange and incredible. When I 
was a boy I entertained strong prejudices 
against the Pennsylvania people, but 


‘Since I have lived among them I find 


they resemble very much the people of 
Georgia, When a stranger goes to Penn- 
sylvania he is sized up in a general way 
and then he is regarded as a first-class 
man until he proves himself to be the 
opposite. In New York the conditions 
are just vice versa. A stranger there is 


regarded with suspicion and 16 stamped 
as a rascal until he proves he is worthy : 


of reapect. 

“And then the people thare are good 
natured, too. In my section democrats 
are a very scarce article and nearly 
every place I visited during the last cam- 
paign the people wanted to know my 
politics. Of course I answered ‘I am a 
democrat.’ ‘What!’ would exclaim the 
questioner. ‘A democrat? Where are you 
from?’ I informed them that I was a 
Georgian and that settled the matter. 
‘Oh, if you are from Georgia you are all 
right,’ they would say, and my politics 
was passed.” The cohversation then re- 
verted to the recent death of the young 
man, Mr. Booz, of Bristol, which is al- 
leged to have resulted from a hasing 
experience at West Point. see.“ said 
Mr. Acee, that congress has decided to 
investigate the cause of the death of 
Mr. Booz and I sincerely hope a stop 
will be put to this brutal practice of haz- 
ing. I was very well acquainted with 
Mr. Booz and knew him to be a fine young 
fellow. He carried a Bible with him to 
West Point and belonged to the Young 
Men's Christian Association there, and 
it seems because he was endeavoring to 
live right the other students made it as 
uncomfortable as possible for him. If he 
had just took them one at a time and 
showed them a thing or two, they would 
have desisted from their behavior. But 
because he was submissive they simply 
went to the limit.“ 

Mr. Acee is in Atlanta inf the interest 
of his concern and he says that when- 
ever possible he always “buys the yarn 
for the mill from Georgia. 


It is not generally known, but the of- 
ficials of the weatuer bufeau rarely an- 
nounce the true nature of the rain and 
windstorms that prevail over this section 
at intervals, owing to a wrong impression 
existing in the minds of the people. 

“It is just this way.“ said Forecaster 
J. B. Marbury in speaking of the recent 
rainstorm. The storm that passed over 
Atlanta the early part of the week was 
cyclonic in nature, yet if we had publish- 
ed that fact every person in the city 
would have been scared and perhaps de- 
moralized. And all of this simply because 
they possess a wrong concention of the 
meaning of a cyclone. They get mixed on 
cyclones and tornadoes, atid it should be 
borne in mind that there is a vast differ- 
ence in the meaning of these two words. 
All cyclones are not tornadoes and cy- 
clones are not destructible, while torna- 
does are what do the damage.“ 

The nature of cyclones and tornadoes 
form an instructive study and a slight 
explanation here will probably be inter- 
eating. 

In the firat place all storms are cy- 
clonic. Cyclones and tornadoes are sim- 
Har in their general character in this re- 
spect. The winds which compose cyclones 
and tornadoes move in a spiral direction, 
revolving from a high to a low barome- 
ter. The center of this storm spiral is 
the lowest barometer and it is here that 
the storm is fiercest. 

“A cyclone, however, generally. covers 
a vast area, sometimes from 500 to 1,000 
miles, and as a consequence the storm 
being distributed over such a large ter- 
ritory, it is not of sufficient strength to 
result in damage, although the wind 
sometimes blows at a very high rate. 

„On the other hand, a tornado embraces 
a very small area, sometimes not more 
than a half mile, and of course the winds 
then revolve with such ferocity that 
sometimes almost entire towns are de- 
stroyed and trees are uprooted. Torna- 
does are generally found on the outer 
edge of cyclones and the weather ex- 
perts have been unable to definitely 
analyze them. Cyclones and tornadoes 
euaally move from west to east, as gen- 
erally the high barometer is located in 
the western part of the country and the 
low barometer in the eastern portion.“

Senate Commitee Reports Need 


of Lie Improvement 


OSTEOPATHY gil s DEAD 


Effort To Reconsider the Measure 
in the Senate Yesterday Met 
with Defeat—Senator Ba- 
ker’s Bills Turned 

Down. 


The session of the senate yesterday 
morning was lively from first to last and 
President Howell, who occupied the chair, 
was kept busy making rulings and stat- 
ing questions. 

The first tilt of the morning came on 


a motion to reconsider the action of the 
senate in killing the osteopathy bill. The 
work against the bill has been so vigor- 
ous that the friends of the measure had 
but little hope of getting it reconsidered 
and when the question was called Scna- 
tor Harrell, the author of the original 
bill, stated that if the senate would ve- 
consider that he, a& the author of the 
measure. would accept Senator Chappcll’s 
substitute for his bill. The substitute by 
Senator Chappell gives the osteopathists 
recognition withcut providing for a spe- 
cial board to examine them. 

There were several members who did 
not favor reconsideration under any terms 
and they made strong arguments against 
it. Senator Ellis was one of these, and 
he said that he- was not in favor of ac- 
cepting any substitute, that the fight had 
been brought on: that the time of the 
senate had heen taken up and that he 
was now not in favor of compromising, 
but of firhting it out. He declared that 
there was nothing in the so-called acience 
and begged that the senators put an end 
to the whole matter by refusing to re- 
consider the bill. The remarks of Sena- 
tor Ellis were enlivened considerably by 
his reference to the lobbying that had 
been done in the matter by both sides. 

Senator Bmith, who spoke against the 
bill, also made cauatic reference to the 
lobbying that bad been done. He said 
that not only in the lobby, but that on 
the very floor of the senate the oateo- 
paths hari been present with invitations 
to the members to visit private rooms and 
get rubbed. He declared that they were 
trying to literally rub the bill through 
the senate. 

Senator Chappell, who spoke for his 
substitute, toox exception to the remarks 
about lobbying and said that, of course, 
the osteopaths had been there showing 
an interest, but that they were no more 
to de condemned than the doctors who 
came there to protect thelr very worthy 
profession, 

The whole debate was short and to the 
point and the whole matter did not con- 
sume more than half an hour. The mo- 
tion to reconsider was lost by 15 to 27, 
and that ends the matter so far as this 
session of the legislature is concerned, 


Baker Bills Turned Down. 


Senator Baker brought about a vigor- 
ous and héated fight over two bills of his 
that had been reported adversely by the 
committees. Senator Baker accused the 
members of the committee of: turning 
ddwn his bills because of personal dislike 
they had for him, and he had his fight- 
ing clothes on when the matters came up 
yesterday. The first was a bill by the 
e§nator seekigg to amend the law levying 
a direct ad valorem tax for educational 
purposes. This was the bill that contem- 
plated the closing of the common schools 
for one year. 

Senator Baker made a vigorous speech 
in favor of the bill, which occupied about 
thirty minutes. On a vote le was the 
only member voting against the adverse 
report of the committee. 

At the close of his speech Senator 
Holder moved that all speeches egainst 
the adverse reports bf committees be lim- 
ited to ten minutes. fenator Baker took 
the motion as a direct hit at him and 
remarked: ‘That 1s some more law in- 
tended for me.“ 

The motion prevailed, however, and then 
Senator Holder moved to allow Senator 
Baker to talk forty-five minutes on the 
next bill of his that was adversely re- 
ported, 

The adverse report of the committee 
was then read on Senator Baker's bill 
calling for an election in Carteraville to 
let the people determine whether or not 
they wanted a dispensary. 

It was in the debate that followed that 
feeling ran high between the senators, and 
it took the beat efforts of the president 
and disinterested senators to keep the 
feeling down. 

Senator Baker was the first to sneak 
and he declared that he had been treated 
outrageously in the matter; that it was 
his city and his county and that the com- 
mittee simply turned his bill down be- 
cause they jid not like him. He stated 
that in his hand he held a petition with 
nearly three hundred names on it asking 
for the election. At this point Senator 
Swift arose and said that about half the 
names on the petition were negroes. This 
Senator Baker denied with feeling. He 
was then asked if some of those on the 
petition were not convicts. To this he 
replied that he did not know. 

„ mrezvmert of Senator Baker was 
based on the idea that a large part of 
the best people in his county wanted the 
election and that as he represented them 
the senate should give it to them. He 
saki that he made his race for the senate 
on the issue and that if the people did not 
want it they would not have elected him. 

Senator Baker's position was vigorous- 
ly assailed by Senators Smith and Holder, 
who attempted to show that the senator 
from Cartersville had promised the peo- 
ple that he would not bring up such a 
measure as the one he advocated. They 
attempted to read from a newspaper arti- 
cle written by Senator Bake: in which 
he sald that such a measure as he advo- 
cated could not be introduced in the gen- 
ate 

On a vote to adopt the report of the 
committee, which resulted in the death 
of the bill, the ayes and nays were called 
for and the report was adopted. 

Tne next bill adversely reported was 
another from Senator Baker seeking to 
amend the charter of Cartersville. and 
Senator Baker asked to have it re-referred 
to the committee with the remark: 

f would like to have it sent back to 
the committee, that is, unless you fellows 
just want to run everything in my coun- 
ty.“ The matter was recommitted.

the Pao-ting-fu expedition got 
away on its march of seventy-five or 
eighty miles. 


All sorts of reasons have been advanced 
for the going of the expedition. Pao-ting- 
fu was the place where a good many 
missionaries were killed. It hag been 
regarded as a hot-bed of rebellion. Na- 
tive Chinese spies, in the employ of the 
powers—and no more ornate Mars than 
these same native spies can be imagined 
have been bringing in all sorts of hair- 
raising tales. Thousands and thousands 
of Chinese soldiers. have been massing 
at Pao-ting-fu. More 8 have 
been captured and sent there for exe- 
cution. Pao-ting-fu is to be the capital 
of a new, upstart dynasty, with a sov- 
ereign sprung from the boxers. It is even 
rumored that Prince Tuan did a circuitous 
spriat and reached Pao-ting-fu. 

Juet how much of this variegated non- 


sense the international generals have be- 


lieved it would be hard to say. Outside 
of.the American and English generals here 
none of the commanders believe in talk- 
ing to correspondents. 

In Pekin today there is a yery well de- 
fined suspicion among the junfor officers of 
all commands that the Pao-ting-fu expe- 
ditfon ie in reality a strategetic move- 


The attend. ment against Singan-fu. This means that 


the Pao-ting-fu procession has some 
hopes of capturing the imperial family 
und suite. Whatever the plans, hopes 
or opinions of the commanders may be, 
there is little notion among the best-in- 
formed people here that any move will 
succeed that has for its object the cap- 
ture of the imperial family et als. 
empress dowager and her following have 
proved themselves the best sprinters in 
the world. If the soldiers go 300 miles 
after them, the fugitives will show a 
record of 250 in the same time. 

But the expedition is away. It started 
out several days ago. The force was 
made up of British, French, Germans and 
a small smattering of Itellan troops serv- 
ing there. There was not the slightest 
attempt at secrecy about the start of the 
march. As Chinese coollles, on pretense 
of looking for work, hang about the dif- 
ferent camps all the time, there is hardly 
any reason for supposing that, wherever 
the column goes, it will achieve anything 
like the surprise that is supposed to be 
inseparable from successful military 
movements. 

Some of the troops started from Tien- 
Tsin, the main body going from Pekin. 
On the route of the latter body of 
troops the first village reached was Pa- 
li-chang. This might be called one of 
the geographical landmarks, since the 


name of this little place, when translated, 


means the village of eight 1.“ As it 


takes about three it“ to make one of our 


miles, the reader will be able to figure 
with fair accuracy about how far on the 
line of march this place is. 

Small as the village is, it has been fa- 


rmous for countless generations for the 


possession of two notable features. One is 
a magnificent temple. The other was— 
please note that I write ‘‘was’’—a beau- 
tiful. thirteen story pagoda. Just after 
the capture of Pekin an expedition of 
Russians and English went out through 
the near-by towns on a search for boxers. 
Failing to find any of the enemy at Pa-li- 
chang, they took it into their heads to 
wreck the great white pagoda. It was, 
purely and simply, a piece of vandalism 
of the kind of which we would expect no 
one but an oriental to be guilty, There is 
but a stump of the pagoda standing. It 
was one of the landmarks that the Chi- 
nese venerated. Every time they look 
upon the ruin of their splendid pagoda in 
thede days they will think of the for- 
eign devil’ and his pecullarly devilish 
ways. Such military atrocities as these 
are numbered among the acts that will 
render the Chinese peculiarly hard to deal 
with in that remote day when our di- 
Plomats and those of China settle down 
to the real work of arranging redress. 
The temple of Pao-li-chang still stands, 
though why it does must be classed as a 
mystery’. ; 
There was a halt at this village, but it 
did not not last for long. After hours of 
tramping over a road that was sadly in 
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want of repair, the column came to one 
of the greatest wonders of China—the 
bridge that crosses the River Hun, at a 
distance of about fifteen miles from Pe- 
kin. Though this bridge has never been 
mentioned among the wonders of the 
world, it is fairly entitled to a place in 
that marvel category. It was built in the 
third century before the advent of the Sa- 
vior, ( . 
The Marvellous Bridge. 

Shih Huang Ti, the emperor who built 
the Great Wall of China—by proxy, of 
course—was the emperor who was also 
responsible for the construction of thts 
marvelous bridge. Much of the material 
needed for the Great Wall had to be 
started from Pekin. As it would take 
more than one lifetime to get all his 
material across the river on the junks 
and rafts of that period, the imperial 
Shth was advised by the engineers of that 
time to throw some kind of a road across 
the Hun. The bridge was therefore bullt, 
and after that the freight line to the 
Great Wall was in active operation. 

Though this bridge was built in the 
third century B. C., it was still a source 
of wonder to Marco Polo when he made 
the first white man's exploration of China 
in the thirteenth century, In his writ- 
ings of his travels he dwelis upon this 
bridge with a good deal df wonder. It 
was then, as now, one of the finest speci- 
mens of bridge building known to history. 
In that day, and in the present, there 
was and is the same balustrade of white 
marbie, and the same perfect paving of 
huge stone bjocks 

The ancient city of Pekin stood at the 
east end of this bridge. A few above- 
ground traces of old Pekin are still visible 
near the east end of the bridge. When 
the Mongols captured China in A. D. 
1820, they decided that the demands of 
luck indicated a new site for the capital, 
and therefore the present Pekin was sur- 
veyed, laid out and built. 

And at this point there is a curious 
contrast between old China and the mod- 
ern rest of the world. Not far from this 
old bridge over the Hun is a new, mod- 
ern, iron structufe built by the railway 
people who brought their superior knowl- 
edge from Europe. This new bridge is 
good enough in its way, but it does not 
compare wfth the work performed under 
the orders of the Emperor Shih, 2,000 
years ago. The old bridge is capable of 
doing work for mankind for at least 2,000 
years to come. 

Crossing over the bridge to its west end 
the Pao-ting-fu column reached the vil- 
lage where the Belgian engineers had 
their famous stand-off fight with the box- 
ers in the days immediately preceding 
the siege of Pekin. 


Soldiers on the Rampage. 
Here the first da¥’s march ended. In 
the ruins of the railway depot some of 
the troops camped. The re nder dis- 
tributed themselves among the buildings 
that had been left standing by the box- 
ers, who had visited and incidentally 

more than half destroyed the place. 
Never did a place present a more com- 
plete picture of desolation and emptiness 
than did this little village on the west 
bank of the Hun. At one time the people 
there had possessed a fuir share of 
wealth. The boxers, who are supposed 
to be both patriotic and charitable, had 
relieved the people of their wealth. The 
process of relief was simple, and is de- 
scribed by the word ioot.“ When the 


were very few of the original inhabitants 
left. 

Never were soldiers more eager to make 
the best of their chances than the mem- 
bers of General Gazelees command. These 
Englishmen are always eager, though 
they do not always get on the right scent. 
Four of them, o had Gone a prosperous 
business in finding things“ in Pekin, 
started out through this little town by 
the Hun. They were gone until after 
‘dark. Two or three times they were en- 
countered by other night prowlers, who 
would ask: 

What's the blooming luck?“ 

„Slow!“ would be the answer.

It was about 9 o'clock when this qfir- 
tet came back to camp. How they had 
succeeded in dodging the sentries of the 
other commands was a mystery, but at 
all events they came back safe and sound. 
Earlier in the day strict orders had been 
issued to the English soldiera to refrain 
from everything except ‘official’ loot. 
They managed, however, to get. by all 
the sentries of other nations, and came 
three front—one behkind—upon one of their 
own sentries, Him they passed, after a 
challenge and a few curlous looks. The 
fourth man in the rear of the trio had 
something on the offside that he managed 
to conceal from view. \ | 

And so the four Tommies came into 
camp. They reached the quarters shared 
by other comrades, and their entrance 
woke up some of the ajeeping ones. 

“I say, what didjer get?’ asked one of 
the roused sleepers. _. 

“Sh!” was the answer from one of the 
quartet. “It’s a bit of blooming lobt.“ 

„It's good, eh?” 

“Oh, no.“ reaponded the Tommie, set- 
ting his heavy box on the floor. “It’s 
rotten, of course.“ 

His tone was sufficient to arouse every 
man in the room. Not one in the lot 
hai failed to make. money through the 
loot at Tien Tsin and Pekin, but here the 
officers had been so stern that most of 
the Tommies had been bluffed out of 
their best chance. Several of them had 
picked up small matters in the way of 
personal property. One had eyen done 80 
well as to pick up three jade bracelets, 
but the artival of Tommy A with a hand- 
some looking teak wood box, inlaid with 
pearl and with the lid fastened down 
with ornite screws, was enough to bring 
the whole company around him within 
two minutes, Many were yawning, but 
the instinct of loot is strong. with sol- 
diers. 

By the time the whole company was 

looking on, or trying to look on, Tommy 
A had borrowed a screw driver from a 
comrade’s it and was turning vigo'ous- 
ly. At ‘ength the Hd was free, and was 
removed. In the top of the box was a 
lot of dusty peper. This was snatched 
out by at least a half dozen pairs of 
hands, The box had been very heawy and 
therefore must contgig seme metal—prob- 
ably gold.

box only in order to escape with his life. 
If it was a tragedy to the Ciilnaman to 
lose his family’s ancesiral tablets, it 
would have been far worse had these sol- 
diers found the box in‘ his possession. 
For, just at daylight, there was a sound 
of chopping. Tommy A was holding a 
hatchet over these tablets. In a minute 
cr two they were all reduced to kindling. 


At leust, kindling was what the soldier 


had intended to make of the tablets. But 
the wood was so worthless that it 
wouldn't ever burn! There wasn't po- 
tential heat enough to warm a cup of 
coffee out of the whole box-ioad, box in- 
cluded. In a general way this incident 
gives a Very fair idea of the value of thé 
loot picked up on the way to Pao-ting-fu. 
The Chinese themgelves are the most ar- 
tistic looters in the world. It is worse 
than useless to look for treasure in a 
country through which the boxers have 
worked at their pleasure. 


The Second Day’s March. 


The next day's march brought the inter- 


rational columm to Lan-shan. This is 
city of considerable size. It has, more- 
over, a history right up to date. It must 


be understood that only a small portion 
of the Chinese population was concerned 
in the boxer rebellion. The inhabitants 
of Lan-shan didn't send many recruits 
to the boxers, Most of the men remained 
at home and defended the city and its 
good narhe. They bought guns—or got 
them somehow—and raised the standard 
of thé emperor over the defenses. Of 
course, that didn't suit the boxers, who 
sent emissaries in to talk with the Lan- 
Shan officiala, Getting no satisfaction, 
the boxers decided to attack Lan-shan. 
There were several stiff fights, all inci- 
dents of a siege. By the time that the 
boxers outside of Lan-shan were necded 
on the road between Pekin and Tien Tsin 
the people of Lan-shan had discovered 
that they were made of very good stuff, 
and so Lan-shan has remained loyal even 
to the present day. The boxers had se- 
cured next to no ſoot here, nor did the 
allles of the Pao-tjng-fu expedition try 
to beat them in the confiscation of pri- 
vate property. 


detachment was hurried over the road 
to Si-Lang. Here are situated the west- 
ern tombs of the present Manchu dynasty. 
Former dynasties have been content with 
one set of tombs, but the present imperial 
lot wanted a pair, which are known as 
the eastern and the western. Tung-chi, 
the emperor before the present one, had 
the bad fortune to die of smallpox. Of 
course, there are no board of health regu- 
lations in China to interfere with the 
burial of an imperial body, nor even to 
prevent the keeping of the remains above 
ground as long as may be wished. Yet, 
for some reason, the court decided that 
a special set of tombs must be had for 
Tung. When a tomb is wanted in China, 
and wanted for a personage of import- 
ance, the geomancers must be consulted. 
Strange as it may seem, there is every- 
thing in insuring luck to the departed 
spirit. There is something called “feng- 
ahi,“ a very fat lot of occult influences 
which control the selection of a tomb site 
and provide for or against the future 
comfort of the departed spirit. Before 
the imperial family got through with the 
calculations ot these geomancers it cost 
the former a sum about $200,000 for the 
benefit of the latter. The western tombs 
were the result of this calculation. 

It was the work of the French detach- 
ment to officially desecrate these tombs. 
Just what the French idea of desecration 
is I can’t explain—it wouldn't look well 
in print. But the work of desecration 
was very thoroughly done--according to 
the French idea, Filth and indecency are 
very mild words to use in this connection, 
For fear the Chinese in that neighborhood 
might be aroused to another uprising, a 
considerable guard of French  soidiers 
was left at 6i-lang, ready at a moment's 
notice, to raze the tombs. It is really a 
pity that that French guard at the tombs 
can't be wiped out!

Hubbard Bros.’ Weekly Cotton Letter 


New York. December 4.—A curious phase of 
values has resulted from the small stocks at 
the principal markets where the immediate 
deliveries are settling at a sharp premium over 
the distant positions. As a result of these 
Giscounta the movement of cotton becomes moro 
Gifficult, as the buyers, it unable to place 
their purchases at the mills, cannot find pro- 
tection for their purchases while placing them 
with the spinners, While these discounts have 
existed on a moderate acale in Liverpool for 
two or three years they are new to the 
American markets and have had the effect of 
decreasing the volume of transactions, as none 
know exactly how to enter into a business un- 
dertaking with a loss of from one to three 
dollars a bale at the start.
